The bill reported by Senator Foran, “to au- 
thorize the levying of a tsxupon the taxable property 
of the different towns and counties in this State. te 
repay moneys borrowed for, or expended In, the pay- 
ment of bounties to volunteers, or for the expenses of 
their enlistment, or ‘for aid to their families,” has 
fourteen lengthy sections, giving effect to the objects 
set forth in the title, and,.so far as the State at.large 
is concerned, is the bill of the session. Every county 
in the State has memorialized the Legislature on this 
subject, and nearly as many separate bills have been 
noticed, to take the place of which this bill is de- 
The “Dummy” .question promises, to, enlist = 
good degree of interest. It comes up on the petition 
of the Brooklyn City Railroad Company, but ail Com- 
panies using horses have a direct interest. init. Not 
only the residents snd owners of property on the 
route of the Brooklyn City read, but on the route of 
the Hudson River Road, In New-York City, have 
very. generally petitioned for the substitution of 
the “ dummy" for horses. Tlie Horse Railroad Com- 
mittee will hold a session Friday next, at 10 A. M., 
for hearing what may be said for and against the pro- 
posed measure. 

The Court of Appeals, overtasked and loaded 
down, has two measures of relief proposed in its be- 
half—bdoth of them being amendments to the Consti- 
tution. ! 

First—The concurrent resolutions by Mr. Paros, 
in the House, which provides, from and after the third 
Tuesday in June, 1864, for siz Judges tb be 
chosen by the people; the four Judges then 
in office t continue till. thelr terms expire. On 
the third Tuesday inyMay, 1964, two Judges shall be 
chosen, the term 6f ome of whom shall expire in nine 
the other in eleven years. At the general election in 
’ 1865, ana In every second year thereafter, one Judge 
shall be cnosen for twelve years, from and after the 
Slst day of December next, after said election. Four 
Judges shall constitute a quorum, the Governor to 
designate, in cases of absence, one or more Justices 
ot Supreme Court:to serve for the time being; the 
Gevernor to appoint an extra Court of Appeals, and 
designate the judges, composed of eight Supreme 
Court Justices, as often ashe shail deem necessary ; 
said extra Court to have ail the powersof the regular 
Court. Provision is made for compensation. Section 
14, Article Gof the Constitution is amended, so that 
the County Court shail have single, original and ap- 
pellate jurisdiction,as the Legislature shail prescribe. 

The second measure for the relief of the Court is 
the concurrent resolutions by Mr. Fotexzs, in the 
Senate ; provides that the Governor shall nominate to 
the Senate five Commissioners to hear and determine 
all appeals thus pending in the Courfof Appeais,— 
one to be Chief Commissioner, and the Commission- 
ers to hold their office until the causes transferred to 
them shall have been heard, to have the same pay as 
Judges of Court of Appeals. 

Petitions are coming im praying for relief from the 
salt monopoly at Syracuse. Salt during the last sea-

All the fords and crossings were carefully exam- 
ined, but no rebel troops were seen on this side of the 
river. The pickets of the command were on several 
occasions fired upon by bushwhackers, who sueceed- 
ed in killing one trooper and wounding four others. 

The railroad bridge recently constructed by the 
rebels was entirely demolished by our troops, and 
some valuable information was obtained during the 
reconnoissance, PAUL.

Gea, Wrapuik, with a com- 
mand of five hundred cavalry, consisting of detach- 
ments of the First Virginia, Lieut, Kuners,and Fifth 
New-York, Capt, Hsom, visited this place last night 
and caused @ score or eo of the Biack-Horve cavalry- 
men, who hed been annoying the inhabitants of this 
place for several weeks past, to make a hasty retreat 
across the Rappahannock. After captoring a few 
prisoners and about one hundred stand of arms, Gen. 
Wrwpga™ sent detachments to the Rappahannock 
‘Station, where it was rumored the rebeis were con- 
structing s pontoon bridge ; to Brentsville and other 
points between that and Centreville; but no armed 
rebels were found. Previous to this Gen. Wrapndn 
had disposed of the rematns of Warrs’s guerrillas, 
who infested Aldie, Middieburgh and vicinity, so that 
now he can deal out summary justice to the bush- 
whackers.
